My dear Mrs. Chapman: 


Your very interesting letter with enclosures has 
judibeen received and I hasten to acknowledge it and to 
thank you for all your efforts in my behalf. 


I am sorry the quest for the Jordan house 
photographs has given you so much trouble but I shall be 
Glad to have them if they eventually do reach us. Fron 
your correspondence, it appears that Pasco Turner had no 
sons, though that may prove to be a mistaken tradition, 
or, possibly, one of his daughters married another Turner; 
such marriages seem to have happened occasionally among 
the Turners. Pasco may have had a brother who named a son 
for him and the name may have gone gone Sp ioue 5 a 
collateral line. Indeed, the Pass Turney,may e Deen a 
nephew of Pasco of Isle of Wight. Pass seems to have died 
early leaving several sons but they seem to be Lost to 
sight; one of them could have been the father of my Benjamin 
and his brother John. Pass was of Southampton or Nansemond 
(I think he is mentioned in the records of both counties) 
and died about 1791. If you are ever in Southampton, will 
you see if the old book which was out for repairs is 1n use 
again? Some record of a Benjamin and a John is in that book 
about 1812 (I think - I am depending on memory © my records 
are in New York), and I have thought it might reveal something. 


Your Amelia story is most interesting. I have 
wondered about the omission of the names of some Guillentine 
bhildren in his will, Your evidence is not surprising in 
that sense but is surprising in another, since the Amelia 
records have so often been looked through by various 
searchers. The drawing and the papers sound fascinating and 
I hope your efforts may result in my getting possession of 
the drawing, at least. It would be particularly interesting 
if there happened to be evidence to show that Nicholas was 
trying to draw a picture of his old home in England, as he 
remembered it. I am inclined to believe that the earlier 
form of the name wag "Girlington," namecofta family living 
in York; I find it "Gillington" in Tennessee. "“Guilientine" 
looks rather French than English but I am inclined to think 
it is a clerk's variation, writing from sound. 


I have done some typing on my Gill records this 
summer and they begin to shape up Zor printing. I am not 
attempting to make “a great work" out of them but, since I 
have quite a collection of these records which one day 
might be lost or destroyed and so little has been printed 


the name or descendants of Gills through 
aes female lines, as I am. If I can afford to 
pe G Ge print 1t, the book will be in two parts: 
Part I, records in alphabetical order under different 
Southern States. Fart II, Genealogical Notes contributed 
by various Gills. There will, however, be an Introduction 
which will cover the earliest settlements in Maryland and 
Virginia and a little about the name in England about the 
time of early settlement in the two Colonies named. I have 
never spent the time or money in Gill research that I have 
on other lines of my family but I think this may be worth 
printing, nevertheless.
